PaRIs, December 3.—Yesterday Was the an- 
niversary of the famous Deux Depembre, an 
ominous date in the history of Fiance, and if 
there was no blood spilled on theoulevards, 
that terrible contingency was avamed only by 
the merest chance. There serious 
cavalry charges on the Place de Concorde, 
and it was only owing to the g temper of 
the Parisians that dangerous deplorable 
conflicts with the troops were ayolded. The 
day was tine, although the skies were full of 
vapor and the air was not toe old. Its a 
capital day for a demonstration of the peo- 
ple,’’ said one of the Belleville contingent on 
the way to his chamber, for the spirit of the 
revolutionist is evidently speed depressed 
by rain or extreme cold. But the olutionists 
were not allowed within a few s@nes’ throw 
ofthe Palais Bourbon. The authorities had 
had enough of their wild talk, ang tumultuous 
conduct, Thursday, and mounted Republican 
Guards held the approaches to the chamber 
by the Place de La Concorde, the boulevard 
St. Germain, and Qual D’Orsa It was ru- 
mored that copious doses of st ating drink 
had been served out to thetroo the morn- 
ing, and members of proletairé, who com- 
plained of the cavalry charges @f the after- 
noon, wanted to demonatrote that the munici- 
pal troopers were drunk to a Man.

KEEPING AGITATORS ON THE MOVE. 
Louise Michel, who bad been arrested over 
night and afterward discharged like Paul De- 
roulede, was to the front early in the fore- 
noon. She was observed in the boulevard St. 
Germain leaning up against a kiosque and en 
gaged in the perusal of the morning papers. 
She was soon, however, compelled to move 
on. But the wily citoyenne contrived to dodge 
the vigilant agents of thelaw. She appeared 
three times near the Chamber, having taken 
on one occasion an omnibas, on another the 
tram-car, and finally a steamboat in order to 
get within aconvenient distance of the Palais 
Bourbon. At last the police hustled. her 
away and put her into a cab on the Boulevard 
St. Germain, where the more respectable por- 
tion of the crowd hissed and hooted her. 
Lou are all a pack of idiots,’’ said the vio- 
lent Virgin of the Reds to the police and pub- 
lic. The cabman then drove heraway towards 
the center of Paris. Down to this point every- 


thing was calm, orderly and genial. 


A BAS FERRY. 

At about 2:30 the news of M. Grevy's formal 
resignation reached the crowds. There were 
shouts of triumph, mingled with cries of 
Down with Ferry!’’ Politicians began to as- 
semble once more in knots and groups on the 
Place dela Concorde, and Communist Maxime 
Lisboune made a short address from the dilap- 
idated dog-cart in which he generally takes 
his drives abroad. Shortly after this the 
Belleyilie people became tumultuous. 
Several mounted guards who were sta- 
tioned near the bridge began to urge their 
horses against the crowd. Ories of ‘‘Murder- 
ers, Cowards, rose from the masses, 
from a score of sturdy blackguards from 
Belleville, whoran to a heap of stones which 
were near one of the fountains, and taking 
some of them up let fly a volley at the guards.

In this charge 
two horses slipped and the ridersfell. They 
were soon, however, in their saddles once 
more and thus escaped rough treatment from 
the mob and the necessity of perilous retalia- 
tion.

The New President. 


Marie Francois Sadi-Carnot was born August 
II, 18387, at Limoges. His father, Lazare 
Hippolyte Carnot, was a famous man in his 
day, and a great statesman. Other members 
of the family have been famousin the annals 
of France. Sadi-Carnot was educated 
in part at the Polytechnique,and later finished 
an engineering course ata ‘technical school. 
He did notenter public life until 1871, when 
he was chosen Prefect of the Department 
im which he lived. In 1872 he took the 

lace of the Prefect of the Lower Siene and 

eld the appoinment of Extraordinary Com- 
missioner to organize the national defenses 
in Normandy. The same year he 
was sent to the Chamber of Deputies from 
the Department of Cote D’Or. He there affil- 
lated with the Union Republican party. He 
was returned from the Department of Beaune 
for 1876,1877 and 1882. From December B., 1880 to 
the incoming of the Gambetta Ministry, No- 
vember 14, 1881, be held the portfoli 10 of 
Minister of Public Works. He has since been 
a prominent figure in French politics.

A DISASTROUS MEET. 


Celebrated Owen Case in Court— Mrs. 
Owen Granted a Decree. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonDON, December 8.—The meet of the Duke 
of Rutland’s hounds at Waltham was attended 
by circumstances of an unusual and alarming 
description, the Duke of Portland and Count 
Sebrowski meeting with accidents. A fox was 
started at Melton Spignies, making for Ingle 
farm, it took the fleld across a difficult brook, 
where Count Sebrowski’s horse jumped short, 
throwing ite rider heavily. The latter was re- 
moved from the fleld, but it was hoped that 
his injuries are not sereious. The brook being 
subsequently crosseda second time, several 
other ridérs were thrown, including the Mar- 
quis De Santurce. The Duke of Portiland’s 
horse stopped short on the bank, flinging His 
Grace into the middle of the stream where he 
sustained a cut on the heud. He was, how- 
ever, able to remount and ride home. 

THE OWEN DIVORCE CASE. 

In the divorce court on Wednesday a decree 
nisi was pronounced in the case of Mrs. J. C. 
Owen vs. Mr. H. Gwynne Owen and several 
lady co-respondents. Mr. Gwynne Owen, the 
husband, whose marriage has been dissolved 
at the suit of his wife for repeated acts of in- 
fidelity and cruelty arising therefrom, is well 
known on the Stock Exchange as the hero of 
the famous new Lisbon—Berlyn gold mine 
rage of some two or three years ago. His 
counsel, the Solicitor-General, Sir E. Clarke, 
began by attempting to have the case effective- 
ly hushed up by demanding that the defendant 
should be heard in camera. This the Judge, 
Sir James Hannen, refused, saying no rea- 
son to grant the application had been 
shown. Mr. Middleton, who appeared for 
the petitioner, sald that the parties were 
married on February 4, 1868, at the Cape, and 
that there were two children subsequently 
born. They lived at different places at the 
Cape and ultimately resided in this city. The 
petitioner had reason to complain of her hus- 
band’s intimacy with other women, and in 
regard to one of them, he admitted that this 
was the case.

WARRING ON THE IRISH. 


The Conviction and Sentence of the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, December 3.—As cabled yesterday 
Magistrate O’Donnell sentenced Lord Mayor 
Sullivan to two months’ imprisonment for 
publishing in his paper reports of the sup- 
pressed branches of the National League. The 
Magistrate decided in accordance with the 
direction of the Superior Court onthe recent 
appeal, that the production of the newspaper 
containing the report was proof that a meet- 
ing was held, and that independ- 
dent evidence was not necessary. 
He directed by virtue of the powers 
vested in him under the prison act of 1877, 
that the Lord Mayor of Dublin should be 
treated as a first-class misdemeanant. His 
Lordship will have a room to himself. He 
may furnish it himself, provide his own food, 
wear his own clothes, and have his own 
library. One other conviction having been 
obtained, a sentence of asimilar term, to run 
concurrently, was pronounced. The other 
six summons were withdrawn. His Lordship 
made a short statement, in which he said that 
though he might be made technically a crimi- 
nel by the decision of the court, yet he con- 
sidered his mind and thoughts and habits 
were as far apart from crime as those of Mr. 
Balfour. He declared from his place in court 
that he did not hold the English people re- 
sponsible, and was convinced that they would 
repeal the act of Parllament when the oppor- 
tunity offered. His Lordship was then taken 
ina cabto Richmond Prison, preceded and 
followed by policemen on cars, his own car- 
riage being also in the historic procession. 
There were a number of conflicts between the 
police and the people.

A NATIONAL SCANDAL. 


The Imprisonment of Lord Mayor Sullivan— 
Bradiaugh and Salisbury. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Disvatch. 

LONDON, December 3.—Tyrannical acts 
against Ireland are so plentiful that Sulliyan’s 
imprisonment makes relatively Uttle stir. As 
Lord Mayor, the removal of his name from 
the Commission of Justice, even before 
trial, was absolutely illegal. His posi- 
tion, however, is enviable compared with 
O’Brien’s. As a first-class misdemeanant, 
he sees hisfriends, transacts business and 
does almost everything except go outside 
prison. The Daily News says his imprison- 
ment is a national scandal, and asks: ‘‘What 
can the Irish peasant think of a law that im- 
prisons the best men in the country;’’ but 
says that ‘‘in the words of the poets, 
the highest crime may be writ- 
ten in the highest law of the land.“ 
The temper of the ruling classes is shown in a 
Itter of Lord Branwell tothe Times to-day. 
He contends that no mercy should be shown 
to political prisoners, the most mischievous of 
all offenders. Are we, he says, ‘‘to 
show them consideration because they are 
not ashamed of themselves; because 
they are not thieves, but ten times 
worse?’’ Another letter tothe Times is from 
Prof.Goldwin Smith defending his own consis- 
tency on the home rule question. He says that 
since he wrote years ago, he has seen the Irish 
in America trooping blindly to the polis be- 
hind demagogue or priest, forming the 
rank and file of the army of corrup- 
tion filling the American cities with 
misgovernment disorder, jobbery and 
swelling statistics of crime; re-enacting in the 
Mollie Maguire conspiracies the murderous 
agrarianism of their own land; trampling on 
and butchering unoffending negroes and hunt - 
ing down helpless Chinese. He does not 
think the peculiarities of race indefinable; but 
strong, and says every statesman should note 
them; that to hand over Ireland to the politi- 
cians of New York or Chicago, or their mates 
in the House of Commons, would be the great- 
est folly and most heinous crime ever commit- 
ted by public men. 

BRADLAUGH AND SALISBURY. 

Bradlaugh says if the Government will grant 
a committee power to call for persons, 
books and papers wherever he may 
sit and examine witnesses, he will 
undertake to trace several checks paid by 
leading Tories to get up meetings of the unem- 
ployed preceding the riotous meeting of 1885, 
iucluding one of Salisbury’s; and that Peters 
received the money. This Peters is a notori- 
ous agitator, repudiated by all respectable 
workmen. The way Bradlaugh proves his 
charges against London corporations gives 
weight to his official denials, espectally Salis- 
bury’s, who after denying the secret treaty 
with Russia, revealed at the period of the 
Berlin treaty, the Foreign Office copyist was 
afterward forced to admit it to be genuine.

“COME DOWN TO THE LEVEL OF ORDINARY 


“Whe Great Strike in the Lady Murphy Mine

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FIVE VETOES 


SENT TO THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES DUR- 
ING THE PRESENT SESSION. 


An Effort to Organize the Defeated Inter- 
ests for a Combined Move to Pass the 
Bills Over the Mayor’s Veto—Boys Ar- 
raigned for Commitment to the House 
of Refuge—The Fight Against Diphtheria 
and What it Costs—How Doctors Fail to 
Do Their Duty—Municipal Matters. 


The House of Delegates now has five vetoed 
bills on its table. The most important is the 
franchise of the Dorsett Conduit Company, 
which it is said will be sprung onthe Assem- 
bly before the Christmas adjournment. 
House bili No. 75, raising the salaries of three 
Deputy Inspectors of Weights and Measures, 
was refused the Mayor’s approval and is now 
on the Olerk’s desk, A similar bill, No. 98. 
raising the salary of the clerk of the Boller 
Inspector met with the same fate. House bill 
No. 16 intended to afford sprinkling benefits to 
the residents of the new limits, was vetoed for 
the reason that it was indefinitely worded, in 
the estimation of the Mayor. Last night the 
Mallinckrodt main street condemnetion 
bill, No. 140, was added to the 
list of comatose legislative measures. 
Each bill has a coterie of friends in the House 
and an army of lobbyists on the outside. The 
attitude of the relict of the combine towards 
his Honor is described by one of the members 
as dead sore. These facts make it an easy 
matter to establish a combination strong 
enough to carry all the bills over the veto. 
His Honor is apt to find himself treated to an 


ugly surprise of this kind whenever the neces- 
sary combination in the Council can be ar- 
ranged to get a two-thirds vote.

I might 
say, too, that I haven't come across any of 
Dr. Glasgow’s reports yet. 


Births and Deaths. 


Two hundred deaths were reported to the 
Health Department during the week ending at 
noon to-day. Of this number twenty-three 
cases were of infants under 1 year, and thirty- 


one of persons over 60 yearsofage. Five fatal 
accidents were recorded; thirty-four deaths 
from diphtheria, and twenty-six from con- 
sumption were registered; 244 births were re- 
ported during the week. 


Fighting Diphtheria. 


The application of the Board of Health for an 
additional appropriation of $12,000 to carry on 
the fumigation fight has attracted a good 
deal of attention to the plan of fighting con- 


tagious diseases in use in the department. 
In 1883-84 the Health Department spent $10,000 
in preserving the heaith of the 
city with a cholera scare on hand.

expenditures of the present year on this ac- 
count to $63,000.

THE PRESIDENT’S WIFE. 


MES. CLEVELAND MUCH ANNOYED BY PAT- 
ENT MEDICINE ADVERTISERS. 


Her Photographs Stolen and Their Use Criti- 
cised—The Decollete Dress Question and 
the Woman’s Temperarce Convention— 
What Noted Ladies Say on the Subject. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, November 29.—The National 
Woman’s Temperance Convention, which met 
at Nashville the other day, adopted resolu- 
tions ‘‘protesting against the immoral exhib- 
ition of the faces and forms of women as 
trade-marks and advertisements. It sent 
out an appeal earnestly requesting young 
women to refrain from wearing the decollete 
style of dress as immodest, and fraught with 
dangerous and immoral influences. A tele- 
gram was sent to Mrs. President Cleveland re- 
garding the convention, and a copy of these 
resolutions will probably be forwarded to her. 
This action calls attention toavery annoying 
persecution of Mrs. Cleveland by the patent- 
medicine men, pill-peddlers, soap-makers and 
other unscrupulous advertisers of the coun- 
try, who send out circulars apparently sanc- 
tioned by her, and who scruple not to violate 
every courtesy with which the wife of the 
President shonld be treated. Many people 
over the country suppose that these circulars 
are rent out with Mrs. Cleveland’s sanction, 
but indeed she is powerless to prevent it. Copies 
ofsuch advertisements are received daily atthe 
White House, with indignant letters from the 


senders protesting against them. Preachers 
write about them, mothers object to them, 
and some Christian communities are quite ex- 
cited over the matter. A copy of oneof the 
most atrocious of these circulars was handed 
me by Col. Lamontthis afternoon. It charges 
Mrs. Cleveland with a constant eating of arse- 
nic. It is, said Lamont, false from be- 
ginning to end, and it is only a sample of its 
ind. Such things are exceedingly annoying 
to Mrs. Cleveland, and it is unnecessary to 
say that she has nothing to do with advertise- 
ments of any kind. She feels the responsibil- 
ity of her position as the President’s wife, but 
she believes at the same time she should be 
weer) some of the rights of private woman- 
ood.“ 

The advertisement referred to covers the 
whole of one of the pages of the periodical in 
which itis printed. It is headed in bold let- 
ters, The President’s Trip, and below this, 
in two other bold lines, are the words, Mrs. 
Cleveland’s Remarkable and Beautiful Com- 


+ plexion—How Such Lovely Complexions are 


Best Retained.’’ 

Below these are a number of paragraphs 
about the President and his trip, and, foliow- 
ing them, these words: 

Many have been the remarks during the 
trip of the loveliness of Mrs. Cleveland’s com- 
plexion.. In fact, some of her warm personal 
friends have even gone sofar as to insinuate 
that some forces other than those supplied by 
nature were brought into use by the iady of 
the White House. But of course all this was 
only conjecture and play. The secret, though, 
ol Mrs. Cleveland's beautiful complexion was 
at last given to the wife ofa General, famous 
during the late war, while the Presidential 
party wasin St. Louis. It was simply the use 
of arsenic, taken in appropriate quantities, 
that had produced this charming result.’’ 

The advertisement then goesto state that, 
on inguiry, itis found thatthe only prepara- 
tion of arsenic thatcan be safely taken is in a 
certain form, andsuch arsenic is procurable 
of a doctor in New York, whose name is 
signed to the advertisement. The whole pre- 
tends to bean extract from an obscure New 
York newspaper, and itis one of the most 
libelious lies that have ever been published in 
this torm. 

But, what can Mrs. Cleveland do? 

She cannot enter suit and put herself on the 
witness stand. She evidently feels that the 
noticing of such slanders would be beneath 
her official dignity and.she is compelled to 
suffer in silence. She cannot reply to such at- 
tacks in the newspapers, and she makes it a 
gee notto submitto interviewing. She 

as, perhaps,as highan ideal of the 41 nity 
of woman andot the privacy which should be 
observed by ber as any lady in the land, and 
the outrage to which she is subjected in this 
regard is deeply felt at the White House, 

Considerable remark has been made as to 
the number of Mrs. Cleveland’s photographs, 
which have been published in different forms 
throughoutthe country, and — those who 
are permitted to inspect the President's mail 
can appreciate the abuse which she receives. 
Advertisers send letters to her telling her they 
intend to use her picture, and the assurance 
of such men is almost beyond conception. One 
such letter, which was received to-day, lies 
before me. Itisin a business envelope, and 
it incloses a most execrable lithograph of Mrs. 
Cleveland. It reads as follows: 


Mrs. Grover Cleveland, Washington, D. C. 

I intend to use a portrait of yourself during the 
coming year. The one I inclose is the best that I can 
obtain. If it is a gocd one will you please return it to 
address below? If not, destroy the same and oblige, 
respectfully, etc., 

» Chicago. 

It is needless to say that the picture was not 
returned, and that in all probability a rather 
sharp note will be sent to the writer by Col. 
Lamont. 

Col. Lamont tells me that Mrs. Cleveland 
has had but few photogzaphs taken since she 
has been in the White House. The greatest 
number of the genuine ones in existence were 
taken before she married President Cleveland, 
and the Washington photographers who have 
been given sittings by her have abused their 
privileges by taking half a dozen pictures when 
they were pretending to take only 
one. They would ask Mrs. Cleveland to move 
her head this way and that, and thus gota 
number more negatives than she intended to 
give them. 

As to the deeollete dress resolution of the 
convention, a report has been circulated 
throughout the country that Mrs. President 
Cleveland intends to establish the fashion of 
high-necked dresses in Washington this win- 
ter. There is nothing in this report, aud Mrs. 
Cleveland, while she will use her own judg- 
ment as to her own dresses, has never had a 
thought of attempting to dictate the dresses 
of others.

IN TRE CRIMINAL COURT. 


Two Men Who Let Well Enough’’ Alone 
Other Cases Disposed Of. 


Yucatan Rice Marstellar, convicted of man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree in the Criminal 
Court last week, allewed the four days granted 
him by law to file a motion for a new trial to 
elapse without fJing the motion, and was this 
morning sentenced to two years in the peni- 
tentiary in accordance with the verdict. At 
first Marstellar wanted a new trial, but bis at- 


torneys told bim he had escaped very lightly 
and argued him out of the notion of again 
going before a jury. He killed Robert 
A. 8. Steele, a fellow astock-dealer, 
at the Union Stock Yards on the 
12th of last January in a quarrel over $15 which 
Marstellar owed Steele. The latter after call- 
ing Marstellar vile names struck him three 
times and it was after he broke 
loose from his powerful antagonist’s grasp 
that the little Virginian shot him. He fired at 
8 three times, the third shot proving 

Atal. 

Another man who determined to take the 
punishment the jury imposed upon him was 
Edward H. Ferguson, convicted of criminal 
assault. He was sentenced to six years in the 
penitentiary. Ferguson is a barber about 35 
years of age, and on June 30 he enticed 
Carrie Schonhorst, an §8-year-old child, 
into his shop at Sixth and Biddle 
streets and there took improper 
liberties with her, giving the girl a nickel to 
say nothing about the matter to anybody. 
Ferguson receiveda very light punishment 
from the jury, and he realizes that fact, and 
did not want his attorney to make any effort 
to secure a new trial for him. The jury could 
have sentenced him to hang for the offense 
had they been so disposed. 

Judge Normile sustained the demurrer to 
the indictment against George Wiley, indicted 
under the name of George Weil. The indict- 
mentisfor grand larceny and charges him 
with the theft of $65 worth of clothing from 
Walter Farrington. The Court sustained the 
demurrer on the ground thatthe indictment 
was indefinite, as it did not state the articles 
of clothing stolen and the value of each. 
ry was ordered held for the next Grand- 
ury. 

A new trial was granted John Jackson, con- 
victed of grand larceny and sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary. He was convicted

EDITOR STOKES. 


The Case Against Him Thrown Out To.Day 
on a Technical Question. 


The case of criminal libel against Edward 8. 
Stokes, of the Dexter (Mo.) Enterprise-Mes- 
senger, which has been running in Judge 
Noonan’s court for two afternoons, was ter- 
minated to-day. Frank R. O'Neill, managing 
editor of the Missouri Republican, was the 


prosecuting witness. During the railroad 
fight in the Legislature Stokes published in 
his paper an editorial paragraph to the effect 
that O’ Neil had called on the Vice-President of 
the Gould system and offered the 
support of the Missouri Republican 
for all railroad measures he might name for a 
consideration of $100,000. Mr. O' Neil then had 
him arrested on a charge of criminal libel,and 
the case went to trial Thursday afternoon. It 
was again on yesterday afternoon and this 
morning was put in by Judge Krum, repre- 
senting the State, and Judge Laugbiin,counsel 
for the defendant, arguing the motion of the 
latter to dismiss the case on the ground that 
the information was defective because it did 
not allege that the paper was circulated 
here as required by statute. The case 
against Capt. W. J. Kountz was brought 
into the controversy. ‘There Kountz caused a 
libelous publication to be made in an Alle- 
gheny City (Fa.), paper about Capt. John W. 
Carroll of this city. In the information the 


word circulation was not used, but Judge 


Laughlin held its equivalent was, as it stated 
that the paper was sent to es named and 
several other persons.

Ten or fifteen years 0 
15,000 were killed in a day’s shooting. n 
an average season there are here about fifty 
boxes and about 150 bushwackere. The capital 
invested in the business is from $75,000 to $100, - 
000. This includes boats, decoys, boxes,guns, 
ete. From 25,000 to 35, ducks have been 
killed in a season in later years. They are 
sold everywhere. The best prices are given in 
New York, Washington, Boston, Baltimore 
and Philadeiphia. No wild fowl can equal in 
flavor a Susquehanna canvas-back duck.

There were tears in the eyes of the unfortu- 
nate woman as she spoke, und she probably 
meant every word she said. Judge Cady was 
moved by her words and granted her a stay of 
execution, telling her to go home and for the 
sake of her children to do better in future. 
She left repentunt but happy. No doubt she 
was firmly resolved to do better, but her old 
passion was too much for her, and she was 
soon back again in court on the old charge, 
and was sentto the Work-house. Death alone 
will cure her of her uncontrolable desire for 
strong drink.

Is Sewer Gas Harmless After All. 
From the New York Medical Journal. | 
It has been a matter of knowledge for some 
years, certainly since Letheby’s report on the 
subject, in 1858, that the air of sewers (‘‘sewer 
gas’’) is not of itself usually deleterious—i, e., 


that no poisonous gas is ordinarily contained 
in sewers in sufficient amount to injure the 
health of any person who inhales it. Scaven- 
gers and men who work in sewers are gener- 
ally health and long-lived, plumbers 
seldom die of zymotic disease, unless pneu- 
monia can be classed as such, and 
sewer rats grow gray in their subterranean 
quarters. Sanitary officials can recall many 
instances in theirexperience where constant 
exposure to the air escaping from untrapped 
sinks and basins has been followed by no bad 
consequences. 

In a recent paper on The Air of Sewers,’’ 
by Prof. Thomas Carnelly and J. S. Haidane, 

B. (‘‘Proceedings of the Royal Society’’), 
it was shown that sewer air is compara- 
tively free from noxious gases and con- 
tains proportionately fewer micro-organisms 
than the outer air of the same locality. The 
author's experiments were made in large 
sewers (large enough for a man to enter) 
through which air was constantly circulating 
_ means of ventilating manholes and open 
girds at the street corners. Under the cir- 
cumstances it is not surprising that they 
should have satisfied themselves that most of 
the micro-organisms found were not devel- 
oped in the sewer itself, but drawn in from the 
outer air. 

It has been noticed that illness traced to de- 
fective drainage is more nent in houses 
where there are holes in the pipes, open joints, 
or unused fixtures, than where there is simply 
an absence of trap under fixtures in constant 
use. Holes in vertical or branch pipes, and 
open joints, will often be found covered about 
the edge with slime =< “¢. from fluids that 


have spurted lightly through the 
holes during their assage. The 
outer border. of this eposit is often 


dry and crumbling, and from that point to the 
edge of the opening will befound all degrees 
of moisture. May not such deposits around 
holes and lining dry unused pipes be the real 
breeding places of the micro-organisms be- 
lieved to be productive of so much sickness in 
houses, every outward current of air passing 
into tne room being loaded with them? The 
dangerous qualities of sewer air may be due to 
— ptomaines, as suggested by these gen- 

lemen, though their experiments to deter- 
mine this were unsatisfactory, for reasons 
stated by them.

Day's Collections. 


The good work of collecting the money due 
the Fifth National Bank proceeds rapidly. A 
number of the bunk’s debtors have called and 
paid the amounts due the bank without no- 
tice. A number have paid debts which 
were not due or collectable at the time. 
At the time of the failure of the bank, the J. 
M. Ward Furniture, Stove and Carpet Co., 
owed it $10,000 on notes falling due in Decem- 
ber, January and February. To-day a repre- 
sentative of the company called at the bank 
and took up all the notes. This swelled the 
receiver’s collections for the day to nearly 
$20,000. With the money heretofore deposited, 
this makes a total to the bank’s credit of 
about $125,000. . 

This morning the receiver took up the notes 
of the Fifth National held by the Continental 
Bank. They. amounted to $20,000, and $12,000 
had been paid on them. This lett 
$8,000 due, which the receiver paid. 
This amonnt was secured by about $75,000 
worth of notes and other good callateral of the 
bank. This $20,000 was the amount bor- 
rowed by the bank at the time 
it was in a falling condition, in 


an effort totide it over its difficulties. The 
$12,000 was paid the day the bank failed. The 
recovery of this collateral swells the bank’s 
assets. This collateral is all good and with 
theamount already collected amounts to 
— og 20 per cent of the claims against the 
ank. 
THE JOHN MEYER NOTES. 

Some days ago John Meyer, the President of 
the John Meyer Lumber Cempany, was quoted 
as having stated to several persons that he 
had never received the money with which he 
was charged on the books of the Fifth National 
Bank. 6 Only rational explanation of this 
state of affairs if it existed was that Mr. Meyer 
had ‘‘whacked up’’ with some one inthe bank, 
signing the notes presented to him and re- 
ceiving a proportion ofthe amount of them, 
the balance being taken by his confederate in 
the bank. The books ofthe lumber company 
being gone, the only way to prove this would 
be by the confession of one or other party 
to the conspiracy, and as the proof of the ex- 
istence of any such conspizacy would render 
Mr. Meyer and his confederate liable to terms 
in the Penitentiary, it was not thought at all 
likely that he would make the statements at- 
tributed to him. Little faith, therefore, 
was in the reports. Yester- 
day Meyer made a statement 
concerning the notes signed by him and now 
inthe possession of the bank in which he in- 
sinuated that some of them had never been 
signed by him. This involved a charge of 
forgery against some one. Very little attention, 
however, is being paid to Mr. Meyer's state- 
ments. At the bank itis stated that all the 
notes of the John Meyer Lumber Co., bear the 
signature of Jonn Meyer, and nobody in the 
bank doubts that the signatureis genuine. The 
clerks in the bank state that John Meyer was 
in the habit. of leaving a number of notes 
signed in blank with his sons in this city. The 
report of a well-known commercial 
agency on the John Meyer Lumber 
Company last July, was to the ef- 
fect thet the company was composed 
principally of John Meyer and his two sons; 
thatthe father lived in Warsaw most of the 
time; that one of the sons was very seldom at 
the office of the company, and thatthe other 
was incompetent. This accounts for the ex- 
istence in the bank of notes of the John Meyer 
— tad Company, of which John Meyer never 

eard. 

Mr. Meyer was at the bank this morn- 
ing, and had a long talk with Mr. Shackleford, 
one of the Receiver’s attorneys. This is the 
first time that he has visited the bank at at all. 
He had been requested to call by the Receiver.

Receiver Stephens had a letter from the office 
of the Comptroller of the Currency this morn- 
ing as follows: 

Sir—Your letter of the 28th ultimo is re- 
ceived, and your proposed course legal pro- 
ceedings is approved.

The proposed course of Mr. Stephens in- 
cludes the engagement of Messrs. 
Shackleford as attorneys for the Receiver. 
This setties the aspirations of some local at- 
torneys who aspired to the position. 

The Receiver has issued thus far only about 
250 certifi.ates of claims. He has proceeded

Later 
on the mucus thatis raised is found to contain small 
particles of yellow matter. With this there are often 
streaks of blood mixed with the mucus. 

In some cases small masses of cheesy substance are 
spit up, which, when pressed between the üngers, 
emit a bad odor. 

A weak stomach and a dislike for food, which seems 
to have lost its taste, causes the patient to think he 
has a disease of the stomach instead of the lungs, 
The voice often becomes weak, husky and hoarse, 
There is a burniag pain in the throat with dificulty

“STEALING OUR TRADE.” 


Some people seem to have an idea that 
the highest and most cherished reward of 
American patriotism is the privilege of 
being robbed for the enrichment of home 
monopolies. To. create a ship-building 
monopoly we enacted tariff and naviga- 
tion laws which transferred a magnificent 
merchant marine to foreign flags and 
gave our immense ocean carrying trade 
to Great Britain. Now we hear a tre- 
mendous outcry against the supineness 
with which our Government permits the 
Canadian Grand Trunk Railway to cut 
transportation rates on dressed beef from 
Chicago to New York and Boston, and 
the Canadian Pacific tocut rates on trans- 
continental shipments. 

One protectionist organ in Boston ac- 
cuses the Canadian Pacific of ‘‘stealing 
our transcontinental carrying trade,’’ and 
another in New York tells us that the Ca- 
nadian Pacific is a political railroad, 
not a commercial enterprise, and is 
„pregnant with loss to the entire railroad 
‘‘svstem lying south of our frontier.” 
What absurdity! Our roads built with 
Government money and land have robbed 
the Government and robbed the people to 
make multi-millionaires of a few men. 
They have maintained exorbitant rates 
by buying off competing water transpor- 
tation with money extorted from shippers. 
They formed pools, laughed at all 
public complaints and seemed able to 
persist in this high-handed course—water- 
ing stock and extorting ‘‘all the traffic 
would bear,” until the Canadian Pacific 


this a grieVance? Did we not give 
enough land for a kingdom to get a 
Northern Pacific road as a competitor, 
which, instead of competing, immediately 
pooled with the others to keep rates up? 
Is it an act of hostility for Canada to pro- 
vide us, without one cent of cost to us, 
with something which vast expenditures 
of our means had failed to secure us—a re- 
lief from grinding monopoly? 

The Canadian Pacific, running so many 
thousand miles through a hyperborean 
land that must always bea solitude com- 
pared with the country along our lines, 
never will be able to do the business that 


our roads can do, or do it profitably at 


lower rates than they can. The worst it 
can do without bankrupting its managers 
every year is to force our lines to put 
transcontinental rates on a reasonable 
basis, and for all such assaults upon our 
monopolists let the masses of our people 
give thanks to Canada or any other coun- 
try volunteering to do us such a kindness.

THE LAND QUESTION. 

Ruthless evictions have expelled the 
crofters from 35,000 acres of land now de- 
voted to deer preserves in the Isle of 
Lewes, and there is pitiable destitution 
among the crofters because the land left 
for cultivation is not enough to support 
the population. Toall petitions from the 
starving crofters for more land for food 
crops, the agent of Lady MATHESON of the 
Primrose League replies that her deer 
shootings command a better rent than the 
same area would as arable land. Where 
land-ownership takes such a shape as 
this, dooming the masses tostarvation and 
depriving the many of bread tomake sport 
for the few, not even British conservatism 
and reverence for aristocratic privileges 
can long uphold it. 

Lord Chief-Justice COLERIDGE, in a re- 
cent address to the Judicial Club in Glas- 
gow, gave notice to all such land-owners 
as Lady MATHESON that the public welfare 
is the supreme law even of that British 
Constitution which has seemed to exist for 
the protection of property and privileged 
classes only. Referring to landed estates of 
a million acres each, increasing at sucha 
rate as to suggest the possibility of all the 
land in Great Britain passing into the 
hands of half adozen men, he quoted the 
remark of an English coal-owner who said 
to his striking workmen: All the coal with- 
ein so Many square miles is mine, and if 
you do not instantly come to terms, not 
“a hundred-weight of it shall be brought 
‘*to the surface and it shall remain un- 
worked.“ This assertion of the land- 
owner’s right to deprive the publicora 
community of its fuel and power, Chief- 
Justice COLERIDGE pronounced “unspeak- 
ably absurd,’’ and in saying this he, 
gently but pointedly enough, notified 
British land-owners that they hold their 
land subject to such regulation of its use 
as Parliament may prescribe for the sake 
of public policy and the public welfare. 

With our laws against primogeniture 
and limiting entails to the duration of one 
life and making land a chattel liable to be 
sold under execution for debt or taxes, 
permanent forms of land monopoly are 
pretty well provided against. Even the 
evils of large speculative holdings which 
have resulted from the cheapness and 
easi of land acquisition and from 


large grants to railroads, are prob- 
ably temporary. if time should demon- 


gave us, free of expense, a competition | 
which may compel them to lower rates.

THE CONFERENCE BETWEEN SPEAKER 
CARLISLE AND MR. RANDALL. 


The Result of Their Interview Not Made 
Public— Raines Changes Horses and 
Enters the Lists for the Doorkeepership 
~The Wemecratic Senatorial Caucus— 
Mills’ Alleged Tariff Bill—The Kepub- 
lican National Convention.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 3.—The 
prospect that Speaker Carlisle and Repre- 
sentative Randall would come together ina 
private conference yesterday, excited a great 
deal ot speculation. After a number of in- 
terruptions they managed to secure a quiet 
hour together in the morning. With regard 
to what transpired at the meeting, Mr. Car- 
lisle said last evening: Mr. Randall and 
myself had a little talk to-day on general 
topics. It was not in any sense a formal con- 
ference, but such a talk as any two members 
might have. Its bearing upon the current 
issues has been exaggerated.’’ 

TARIFF LEGISLATION. 

Congressman McCreery of Kentucky is very 
hopeful that.some effective legislation will be 
accomplished before the coming sessions are 
many months old: Jam of the opinion that 
some measure will be adopted in a Democratic 
caucus which can be put through in the House 
without delay. This plan I have outlined be- 
fore, but it appears to be particularly availa- 
ble under the present circumstances when a 
compromise measure upon which we can all 
agree seems about the most promising solu- 
tion of the existing state of affairs. We 
Democrats all desire the welfare of the coun- 
try at large. Each one of us has his own 
ideas about the leading issues, but when the 
question comes and the alterna- 
tive of compromise legislation to 
reduce the enormous surplus gathering in the 
Treasury or no legislation at all, you will see 
us allin line striving forthe country’s good. 
Il understand Speaker Carlisle and Mr. Randall 
had another conference to-day. I talked with 
Mr. Randall some little time last evening, and 
am convinced from what he said that some 
common ground can be found upon which he 
and the Speaker can come together. As to this 
report that Mr. Carlisle is contemplating de- 
Clining the Speakership for the purpose of 
carrying on the tariff-reduction fight on the 
floor of the House,I cansay there is abso- 
lutely nothing in it. There is a gen- 
eral impression, which, however, is erroneous, 
that the Speaker sacrifices some privileges en- 


joyed by representatives upon the floor. lam 
confident that when the tariff comes up for 
discussion Mr. Carlisle will call some one to 
the chair and take the floor in debate, thus 
availing himself of every prerogative accorded 
to his opponents. As Mr. Carlisle’s friend 
and as a representative from his State, I do 
not want to see him surrender the enormous 
influence wielded by the Speaker.

Bourke Cockran, Willism G. Stahinecker, 
Henry Bacon and Edward W. Greenman. The 
only members of the delegation absent were 
Messrs. Perry Belmont, Archie Bliss and Gen. 
Tracey. In audition to this number there were 
admitted Congressmen William L. Scott and 
Dan Ermentrout of Pennsylvania, Patrick A.

THE DEMOCRATIC SENATORIAL CAUCUS. 

Another Democratic Senatorial caucus has 
been ordered for to-day at 12 o’clock. A 
strong effort will be made to secure the pres- 
ence of every Democratic Senator. Telegrams 
were sent to Senators George, Gibson, Blod- 
gett, Hampton and Saulsbury urging them to 
come to Washington without delay. It is 
thought they willall make their appearance 
before noon. In the meantime, every energy 
will be spent in the effort to ascertain the in- 
tentions of the Republicans who, it is feared, 
will make a strong fight on Turple, though 
the proposition to seat Faulkener is not likely 
to arouse any serious opposition. 

EARLY CALLERS. 

Among the earliest caliers at the House was 
Senator Frank Hiscock, who nonchalantly 
dropped into his old seat. A moment later 
Thomas -B. Reed, the herculean leader from 
Maine, came along, and the two conversed on 
the coming session earnestly for two hours. 
Then they left the Capitol together. In the 
meantime many of the New York delexation 
bad sauntered, including Congressmen Cum- 
mings, Merriman, ene J. Campbell and 
William G. Stablnecker. inthe course of the 
day every Member of Congress in town drifted 
towards the Capitol, and little groups of 
statesmen were scattered all over the build- 
ing. They discussed the Doorkveper contest 
and their respective chances forthe places on 
the leading committees. 

A LITTLE SENSATION. 

Quite a little sensation was caused by the 
publication yesterday afternoon of the state- 
ment that Representative Mills of Texas, had 
denied that he had prepared thetariff bill on 
the advalorem basis which was published 
Thursday. He is quoted as saying that any 
statement connecting his name with the bill in 
any way, is a misrepresentation. When asked 
by the Post- DISPATCH correspondent as to 
whether be had formulated any such measure, 
he refused to deny it, although be would not 
admit that he was the author of the bill. It is 
stated by those who have seen printed copies 
of the biil, that Mr. Mills prepared it some 
weeks ago and submitted it to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics as is 
customary in the Mr of .financial 
measures. It is said that memoranda on the 
margin of the printed document is in Mr. 
Mills’ well-known handwriting. A prominent 
Democrat said last evening: Mr. Mills un- 
doubtedly prepared the bill and submitted it 
to the asury officials. The criticism which 
has been made as to the renin? of his action 
in formulating this bill while seeking the 
Chairmanship of the Committee on Ways und 
Means has probably disconcerted him, and he 
ie disposed to disown the measure pending th 
action of the House caucus and that of the 
Speaker. Mr. Mills is doubtless very much 
annoyed by the premature publication of the 
bill.’

GOBBLED BY THE STANDARD. 


Legan, Emery & Weaver Forced to Dis- 
pose of Their Oil- Works. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisratTcu. 
PHILADELPHIA, Fa., December 3.—The 
Standard Oil Company has gobbled the last of 
the independent oil refineries on theseaboard, 
Logan, Emery & Weaver’s Works at Green- 
wich Point coming under its control yesterday. 
The price paid is said to be about $800,000. 
Senator Emery, who has long been opposed to 
the Standard, declares that this sale in a way 
alters his position in thatrespect. He has 


brought suitin McKean County against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for $321,000 damages, 
which he claims were caused by dis- 
oriminations and failure to furnish 
cars. The Senator said: Tes, it's true that 
we have sold our oll refinery at Greenwich 
Point to the Atlantic Refining Company of 
Philadelphia. This sale was brought about 
through the executive board of the Producers’ 
Protective Association. In order that we might 
co-operate in the movement to control pro- 
duction it was necessary for us to get oll of 
ourown production if we wereto keep our 
refinery running. We were prepared do 
this, but we could not get cars for the ship- 
ment of our oil to our own — The 
course of the Pennsylvania road 
showed us that we could not hope to pro- 
cure cars. We made repeated efforts to 
get cars and we even offered to put on the road 
our own cars, but the conduct of the officials 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad was such that we 
were justified in believing that we had noth- 
ing to hope for in that direction. The Mxecu- 
tive Committee then proposed to sell our re- 
finery, and under the circumstances we as- 
sented. The sale has been made just as any 
other sale of property would be. o stipula- 
tions were made as to our course inthe future; 
none were asked, and I would have granted 
none. We feel that we were 5 to sell 
our refinery because of what was the illegal 
course of the Pennsylvania road tow us. 
The suit that we have brought against that 
company is not in any way affected by this 
sale. 


MRS. CLEVELAND BUSY. 


The Mistress of the White House Supervis- 
ing Garden Work.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 3.—Since the 
President began work on his message he has 
had little time to devote to Mrs. Cleveland.

THE PROVIDENT BANK REPORT DISCUSSED 
BEFORE JUDGE LUBKE.TO-DAY. _ 


A Vigorous Protest Entered Against Com- 
pensation for the Receiver—Herman A 
Haeussier Files His Objections and Calls 
for Testimony—The Receipts, Disburse- 
ments and Balance on Hand—New Suits 
Under the Dome To-Day. 


Judge Lubke had set apart a portion of to- 
day for the hearing of parties interested in 
the Provident Bank affairs. There were two 
matters to be discussed; first, the account of 
the Receiver filed a few days since, particu- 
lars of. which were published in 
the POsT- DISPATCH, showing the 
rece/ipts and disbursements from 
the commencement and the balance now on 
hand for a third dividend, and the second 
feature was the compensation of the Receiver 
and his counsel. The Receiver has 
received $979,249.06 and has paid out for 
dividdnds and wornhing expenses, allowance of 
set-off claims, ete., $828,634.18. He has now 
on hand $50,614.88. The suite asainet the 
Directors have yet to be filed. 

A PROTEST. 

Herman D. Haeussier, when the Court 
called the matter up this morning, entered 
the following objections: 


And now comes Herman A. Haeussler 
owner of sixty shares of the capital stock of 
the Provident Bank and owner of allowed de- 
mands to the amount of over $1,000, and in be- 
half of himself and all the other stockholders 
and creditors who may see fit to join herein 
within such time as the Court may fix, and re- 
spectfully ste and objects to the allowance 
asked oy e Receiver for himself and attor- 
ney be 4 granted on the basis of commis- 
sions paid to administrators by the laws ot 
this 8 te, and in ordertocomply with the 
—— of Court he respectfully shows cause as 

ollo ws: 

1. The attorneys’ fees paid or to be paid 
should be allowed se . as other ex- 
penses of the trust, and the stockholders and 
creditors are entitled to know what the attor- 
neys claim and what they did, as is done in all 


other cases. 

2. That the Receiver should only be allowed 
areasonable fee for his services, taking into 
consideration what he personally did, whas 
time he spent in winding up the bank’s affairs,. 
for which time he has not already been fully 
paid, and this fact should be ascertained by 
evidence as in ordinary cases. 

8. That said Receiver has in his accounts 
charged for the services of employes who, tn 
fact, did all the work that was actually done 
in the . of the estate aside from 
what attorneys did. 

4. That said Receiver has, in fact, collected 
the greater part of shid assets without an 
cost or labor through the bank of which he 
the President and salaried officer, to the 
benefit of the bank,and the bank has had 
the use of large sums of money without paying 
ony interest whatever for it. 

That the fees, as asked and proposed to be 
allowed, are exorbitant, not warranted — 
law of this State, unreasonable and un] 
under the facts in this case. 

6. Thatthe whole proceeding of instituting 
this action was unwarranted and was done 
—— the interests of the stockholders and 
without the knowledge or consent ofa large 
number thereof and with the consent of the 
Receiver who was, at the timeof institutin 
the action, a stockholder in said bank and 
been a Director in its predecessor. 

The petitioner asks that said matter be set 
down for trial like any other question, 80 
that testimony can be taken and the matters 
of evidence properly heard and preserved, 
and that on a full hearing either no allowance 
be made to the Receiver, or thatit be ona 
basis of whata man of ordinary intelligence 
would have been entitled to receive for what 
the Receiver in this case actually did and for 
such other orders as may seem ropes.

It the week of opera was a success musically 
it was not a success socially or financially. 
Society moves by fits and starts. This week it 
takes a notion to go to the opera, and next 
week a four-horse team could not drag it out 
to the best dramatic or musical performance 
ever produced. Two years ago it was the 
thing to go to the opera. A year ago 
opera week was the great week of the 
season socially. This season the real lovers 
of good music have predominated in the audi- 
ences, and the people who go to the opera to 
be seen have been in the minority. The dress- 
ing of the audiences has been one of the best 
evidences of this. The brilliant toilettes which 
usually make the entire house gay during an 
opera season have been scattered over a sea 
of blue, brown and black and white. The 
fuli-dress rule has been generally ob- 
served by gentlemen, but it has been 
neglected bythe ladies. Another evidence 
that the people who attend the opera for exhi- 
bition purposes remained at home during the 
past week was found in the emptiness of the 
first two rows of the dress circle. It costs 50 
cents a seat more to sit in the first rows of the 
dress circle, and for that reason the operatic 
display artist usually selects seats as near to 
the front of the circle as possible. Last week 
there was no difficulty in obtaining seats in the 
first or second row, ten minutes before the 
overture began. .

I think the National Opera makesa mistake 
in distinguishing the first two rows of the 
circle from the rest of the house. Seats are 
advertised at ‘‘$2.50 and $2,’’ and a great many 
people never get beyond that announcement. 
They figure on seats at $2.50, and all through 
last week I heard complaints that ‘‘$2.50 
is too much for grand opera. Many 
people do not know, orif they know do not 
consider, that the best seats in the house, mu- 
sically, that is, the seats in the parquette, cost 
only N apiece. Then a great many snobbish 


young men are afraid that some one will think 
they are spending less money than some one 
else in the house, and so they must have $2.50 
seats or none at all. The number of seats 
which are set aside at the advanced rate is 
80 small that it' looks as though it 
would be good policy to erase the line of dis- 

tinction between the first two rows and the 
rest of the house. The people who sit down in 
front do not care to be surrounded by vacant 
seats, as they were during the past week, and 
the people who buy $2 seats in the third row 
are embarrassed to find that there are better 
seats just in front of them unsold and that the 
fact that they bought $2 seats instead of pay- 
ing $2.50 for them is thus painfully and prom- 
inently marked.

Box-parties were scarce during the week. 
Last season it was almost impossible to ob- 
tain a box for any good night two days after 
the sale opened. This year there were only 
three boxes sold for the season and one of 
these was ‘‘farmed out’’ to his friends by the 
gentieman who bought it. The only 
night when all the boxes were taken was Tues- 
day, when ‘‘Queen of Sheba’’ was produced. 
On Thursday night the boxes were well filled. 
Thursday is ‘‘ladies’ day’’ at the St. Louis 
Club and Thursday evening isthe only even- 
ing when ladies are admitted to the club- 
house. Membersof the club therefore who 
wish to get up parties for theater or opera 
usually select Thursday in order that they 
may run up to the club for a little supper 
afterward. For this reason Thursday 
is rather supplanting Friday as ‘‘fashion 
night’’ at the show. There were several club 
parties in the boxes last Thursday night.

It takes a very little incident to spoll the 
solemnityof a stage scene and distract the at- 
tention of a big audience.

A sup- 
pressed titter went through the audience and 
the solemnity ofthe scene was irretrievably 
spoilea. The drop was seen to move uneasily 
and a hand came under the stone walland be- 

an tomanipulate the tomb. For the next 
ew minutes Nero and the tomb divided inter- 
est. The deliberateness of the tomb as It trav- 
eled back to its foundation was in strong con- 
trast with the excitement of Nero and the 
rapidity with which he moved across the stage. 
The tomb was finally replaced in its original 
position and the opera progressed smoothly to 
its conclusion.

One of the great inconveniences of the 
opera season is the lack of system in handling 
carriages. There are nag of policémen to 
keep carriages moving the right direction 
and prevent a blockade; but when the opera 
is over there is no way of distinguishing your 
carriage from the carriage of any one else, 
except by going out in front of the building 
and howling atthe; Papo your voice: William, 

Oh, Willlam! Oh i-i-i-il-yum’’ with the 
probability that in the babel of voices Will- 

am might be ten yards away and not hear 
you. It is exceedingly disagreeable for a 
gentlemen in evening dress to wander up and 
down the long stretch of pavement between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, wearing 
out his lungs and his patience in search for 
the William that never comes. It 
is very disagreeable for 1 lady 
to stand unprotected in the lobby 
of the big ball waiting for her escort to return 
from his quest. The discomforts of the situa- 
tion were emphasized on Thursday night last 
whenaheavy rain came up unexpectedly. 
Umbrellas were little protection and the pave- 
ment was sloppy and unpleasant. Ladies in 
thin dresses and gentlemen ‘in thin-soled 
shoes tramped up and down the sidewalk in 
the driving rain, hunting their carriages, and 
the seed was sown that night for a crop of 
colds which will last until the Christmas 
holidays. There are plenty of vacant rooms 
in the front of the Exposition building. One 
of these could be furnished with chairs and 
used asa waiting-room, anda relay of ten 
boys could call carriages and announce their 

arrival. An arrangement like this would be 
inexpensive, and it would be a great conven- 
ience to the regular patrons of the opera.

The Nocturnal Flight of Migratory Birds 
Curiously Preved. 
From Frank Leslie’s Newspaper.

The Financial and Commercial Situation — 

Course of the Markets—The Cotton Crop. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, December 8.—Special telegrams 
to Bradstreet’s report increased activity in 
general lines of distribution and speculation. 
The former is due in large part to the advent 
of colder weather in all directions and to the 
excellent demand for holiday goods. The 
ending of five weeks of drouth and low water 
in the Ohio River Valley has stimulated the 
demand and shipments in that region, though 
searcity of cars in the coke regions and at in- 
dustrial centers in Central and Western States 
checks the movement somowhat. Continued 
heavy receipts of sugar at New Orleans 
encourage corresponding sales at the 
interior, and at the Northwest seasonable 
weather has increased orders for goods. Den- 
ver, Chicago and San Francisco report an 
active trade, with an encouraging outlook, as 
do St. Louis (where there has been some 
slackening) and Louisville. There is less 
doing in some lines at Kansas City, Cincin- 
nati and Pittsburg, except in grain at the two 
first named. Collections are slow at Galveston 
and Indianapolis, with no special change else- 
where. 

The tendency of leading markets has con- 


tinued upward. Wheat, with 65,900, 000 
bushels (including flour) exported from 
all ports from July 1 to date, 
against 65,500,000 bushels last year, 


with the condition of the winter plant in 
doubt, the diminishing quantity on passage, 
small India exports and closing of Russian 
ports by ice, has been strong and active, ad- 
vancing 2%c on the week. Corn, with a crop 


bushels below the annual average for ten 
years, and backed by short crops in South- 
western Europe, is firm and 4%c higher. 
This’ influenced oats 2c; pork, 280; lard, 
wc, and hogs Me, which alladvanced. Coffee is 
active, with a bearish look on reduced con- 
sumption, showing a net loss of %c. Sugar 
isfirm. Steel rails are unchanged, with the 
peg at $32.50, but tin is 20, copper 1%c and 
spelter gc higher per pound, owing to purely 
speculative influences. Cotton goods retain 
yrevious firmness and activity. Raw cotton 
las gained Mec this week. 

Bradstreet’s special report on the size of the 
cotton crop indicated by reples from inquiries 
in 635 cotton-growing counties/point.to 6,480,000 
bales, compured with 6,300,000 bales as given 
by the Government. Bureau. 

Our mileage earnings report, covering sixty- 
six railways, shows increased earnings per 
mile, teh months of 1887, of 5.6 per cent over 
1886;7.2per cent over 1885, and 1.5 per cent 
over 1884. 

Our telegraphed reports of November bank 
clearings show a decline of 24-5 per cent com- 
corny with 1836, nearly as much against 1885, 

ut a gain of 43 per cent compared with 1884. 
For ten months of 1887 the gain over 1886 is 542 
per cent; over 1885 it is 25 per cent, and over 
1884, 13 percent. The leading money markets 
are firmer, the tendency to advancing rates 
appearing at St. Paul, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Louisville, New York, Boston and Phila- 
delphia. Memphis was firm. The demands 
for speculative purposes at New York and 
Chicago, and from interior produce dealers, 
are active. . b 

The approaching opening of Congress tends 
to check — 2 stock speculation for the 
moment, and with the closer money 
market, created depression in — ot though 
later in the week there was a better feeling 
and something of arecovery. Bonds and in- 
vestments are siow and slightly depressed. 

The Treasury statement shows a small in- 
crease of debtfor November. Net cash has 
declined against last month. There is a small 
increase of the gold and silver holdings. Gov- 
ernment receipts for the month show a falling 
off against October, — — customs. Ex- 
penditures show a considerable Increase, ow- 
ing to * — pension disbursements. The 
special weekly statement to Bradstreet’s 
shows a slight increase of available balance, 
an unusually large increase of the Treas- 
urer’s balance with depository banks and a 
considerable net decrease in the amount of 
bonds deposited on account of circulation. 
The Comptroller of the Currency reports a de- 
crease of over $2,000,000 in national bank cir- 
culation for November.

A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 


Committee of the American Philo- 
| logical Society Oppose ‘‘Volapuk.”’ 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 3.—The com- 
mittee appointed by the American Philological 
Society iast night discussed the adaptability of 
universal language, ‘‘Volapuk,’’ and in sub- 
stance made this report:, That in the vastly 
increased rapidity of interchange of thought 
in modern times, some general mediumof inter- 
communication would be welcome, is unques- 


tioned. Wherever there are close commercial 
relations between nations speaking different 
tongues such media are sure to arise for the 
necessities of daily life. Convinced there- 
fore, that the time is ripe forthe promulgs- 
tion of a general form of speech for the civil- 
ized members of the race, we shall now in- 
quire what should be the requirements of 
such a tongue to merit the recommenda- 
tion of this society. We begin by the observa- 
tion that the Aryan stock is now and has 
been for 2,000 years the standard-bearer of the 
civilization of the world, hence a 
universal language should be based upon 
the general linguistic principles of that 
stock. In the an stock the 
six principal living tongues in the order of 
thelr importance and extent may be ranged, 
~~ — French, German, Spanish, Italian 
and Russian. It should be the aim of the pro- 
posed general tongue to ally itself to those 
somewhat in the order named, as thus being 
more readily acquired by the greater number 
of active workers in the world at the present 
time. With an ardent wish for the 
formation and adoption of a uni- 
versal tongue, we cannot recommend 
Volapuk as that which is suited to the needs 
of modern thought. On the contrary, it seems 
to us a distinct retrogression in linguistic 
4 Nor, in this day of combined activ- 
ties, does it appear to us likely that any one 
individual can so appreciate the needs of civ- 
ilized nations as to frame a tongue to suit 
them all. Such a task should be confided to 
an International Committee from the six or 
seven leading Aryan Nationalities.’’

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CARNEY’S DEMANDS. 


THE LIGHT-WEIGHT ENGLISHMAN WANTS 
THE STAKE MONEY OR A FIGHT. 


His Letter to Stakeholder Ormond—Mec- 
Aulifie and His Backers—Sallivan’s Bout 
With Greenfield at Birmingham—George 
Hankins’ Winnings—Sporting News and 
Notes—Base Ball Chaff and Chat. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

Boston, December 8.—The backers of Jem 
Oarney yesterday made a demand on stake- 
holder Jas. F. Ormond for the stakes for 
which Carney and McAuliffe fought or a re- 
newalof their battle, wnich was postponed 
after seventy-four rounds were fought on 
November 17 at Revere Beach. Oarney has 
tried repeatedly to have McAuliffe resume 
fighting, but has now given it up and demands 
that the stakeholder either appoint a referee 
or order McAuliffe to fight or pay him the 
Stakes. His letter is as follows: 

James F. Ormond, Tremont House: 

Frank A. Stevenson, referee of my late con- 
test with Jack McAuliffe, gave itas his decis- 
ion in the ring that McAuliffe and I must meet 
again. He ordered a postponement of the 
fight and declared outside bets off, but he 
could do nothing else than hold us both to the 
articles we had signed on October Il, agree- 
ing to battle to a finish at 133 pounds, Queens- 
bury rules, for the $4,500 stake. I expected 
when lwas defrauded of victory on Novem- 
ber 17, to proceed with a battle at a new place 
the same or following day, in accordance with 
the established ring custom. The articles 
under which you hold the $4,500 declare the 
money must be‘‘won or lost by a battle, with 
not to exceed fourteen men on each side. 
Since I started across the ocean last February I 
have meant nothing but fight. I mean it now as 
much as ever, despite many wrong things that 
have been done to me. There is no wrong 
thing thatI have done, and l appeal to you as 
the representative sporting man, the only 
official now left to actin the premises, that 
you hold both parties to the letter of the con- 
tract we both signed, and say to McAuliffe, as 
well as to me, Gentlemen, this money in my 
hands must be fought for, and if you cannot 
agree on a referee, I will name one, but you 
must fight.’’ 

I mean businessin this matter and nothing 
else. Three propositions were publicly sub- 
mitted by me a fortnight ago looking to a de- 
cision of this fight. McAuliffe’s principal 
backer promised to make known his answer 
to my proposition in two or three days. There 
has been no move taken since then on the 
part of McAuliffe’s people to carry out the 
order of the referee that we finish that fight. 
Iam entitled yet to a battle or to the stake 
money. I have shown myself, as you know, 
ready and willing to go on and with no 
evidence now on the part of McAuliffe or 
his backers of any purpose to fight this con- 
test through toa decision, I submit that Iam 
entitled to the stake money now in your 
hands. You as the stake holder, andthe other 
man as the opposing principal, must in justice 
give me one thing or the other—a battle or 
battle money. 

McAuliffe and his backers have no intention, 
itis apparent, of coming up to do battle. 
Therefore lrespectfully demand that, by rea- 
son of their default, the stake shall be paid to 
me.

SULLIVAN AT BIRMINGHAM. 


What the Daily News Says of the Powerful 
American Fighter. 


The recent meeting between Greenfield and 
Sullivan at Birmingham, England, is thus de- 
scribed by the Birmingham Daily News: 


It was nearly 1] o’clock and the great au- 
dience was anxious forthe appearance of the 
champion and Greenfield to wind up the en- 
tertainment. The band struck up, ‘‘See, the 
Conquering Hero Comes’’ and ‘‘Yankee Doo- 
die' when Sullivan came on the platform, 
stripped tothe waist. In his walking clothes 
he looked magnificent; stripped he was the 
very model of a gladiator. 

No man ever stood before an English audi- 
ence a finer sample of humanity in its physical 
development. Itis not a discredit to Green- 
field to say he was dwarfed by such a splendid 
specimen of an athlete as Sullivan, The re- 
ception accorded the two men was overpow- 
eringly enthusiastic, and it was some time 
before order was obtained. When something 
approaching quiet was secured, the master of 
ceremonies announced the men, viz., Sulli- 
van, champion of the world; Greenfield, ex- 
champion of England. 

The assertion of Sullivan’s title was received 
with some cries of ‘‘Not of the world,’’ but 
the cheers were renewed until it being evident 
that something was needed to restore order, 
Sullivan gave signs of a desire to say a few 
words and, addressing the spectators, asked 
them not to expect too much, he and Green- 
Held were friends“ and all they wanted to 
show was a little scientific boxing. Greenfield 
followed and begged his friends not to make 
remarks, but accept the boxing as a friendly 
bout. Then followed three of the most enjoy- 
able rounds that ever Birmingham boxers were 
treated to. 

Sullivan was as agile as a bantam weight. 
Thats man of his weight and size could hop 
and skip about inthe manner he did simply 
astonished the connolsseurs, of whom so many 
were present. His body fighting, his heading, 
his reserve power and activity, all backed by 
a strength * indeed, satisfied the 
spectators that a man of unique ability was 
before them, whose reputation was no empty 
one, but founded upon simple exceptional 
gifts. Being stripped to the skin, every 
muscle, as it was brought into play, showed 
how supple, how pliant, the athlete was. 

The three rounds displayed were models of 
playful science, telling what the boxer could 
do if yy and delighting as well interest- 
ing to all beholders. Greenfield put in some 
pretty work, and was an excellent foil. The 
spectators had been kepta long time antici- 
pating this, the final of the evening, but those 
who were able to wait enjoyed a treat the 
noble art’’ only too seldom supplies. 

The American acknowledged the courtesy of 
Greenfield in meeting him, and when the men 
jumped from the platform both were escorted 
to the dressing-room by an enthusiastic com- 
pany, who rained upon the massive shoulders 
of the Bostonian well-meant yet powerful slaps 
of recognition, and one of the finest. exhi- 
bitions of boxing ever Birmingham has seen 
came to a satisfactory conclusion.

Corey’s Views Again on Top—Return of a 
Tired Trio— Mexican Roads—Netes. 

The annual installment of Harry Oorey’s 
opinions about cycling in England is again un- 
loaded upon the long suffering cycling pub- 
lic. He is just back from England and has a 
long story to tell. Of one of the newest cham- 
pion riders he says: Mills is a powerful, well 
built young fellow. about five feet nine 
inches, and I should judge weighs about 165 
pounds.

Much to my surprise 
found the old warhorse married, and a 
charming wife he has. I believe thereisa 
little bit of romance about it from the 
fact that the lady was very popular 
among the young gentlemen of her native 
town, but ali of a sudden vack appeared, and 
without more ado set to work and succeeded 
in pulling out the prize, much to the discom- 
is competitors. He had a number of 
very curious things toshow me in his work- 
shops, among which was ageared bicycle. 
Keen and I have always agreed upon one 
point, namely, that the average road-rider of 
to-day is my | too large amachine.

The valiant Richard was very busy giving the 
horseman a hard pull, as lap after lap was 
rolled off.

It was Woodside wearing the green suit, 
which created so much excitement among the 
fair sex atthe Springfield races of 1884. Mor- 
gan appeared shortly afterward, and as soon 
as he caught sight of me be invited me into 
his quarters, and Isoon found myself in the 
midst ofa number of the racing celebri- 
ties of theday. The whole American team 
seemed to be in good health and spirits, and 1 
should jndge that they had been very success- 
ful, from a financial point of view, for 
they certainly can attract tremendous crowds.
